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Manslaughter accused 
‘meant no harm’ 
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Plans for £200m rail 
link to Luton Airport

A £200 million tube-style 
railway system will link 
Luton Airport with Luton 
Airport Parkway - if plans 
are given the green light. 

The move would see pas¬ 
sengers’ journey times cut by 
two thirds - getting them 
from the station to the air¬ 
port in just five minutes on 
driverless trains. 

At the moment, passengers 
have to catch a bus from the 
railway station to the airport, 
which takes around 15 min¬ 
utes. 

The 24-hour system would 
also see journey times into 
London’s St Pancras cut to 
less than 30 minutes, with a 
spokesman for the airport 
claiming the fast-track ser¬ 
vice would also make trips 
between the capital and 
Luton Airport faster than 
those flying from Gatwick 
and Stansted. 

Councillor Andy Malcolm, 
chairman of the London 
Luton Airport Limited, 
sparked a huge round of 
applause when he 
announced the major devel¬ 


opment at a special event at 
London’s swanky St Pancras 
Renaissance Hotel on Friday. 

He said: “The scheme we 
are announcing today will 
provide a seamless five-min¬ 
ute transfer time between 
Parkway station and the air¬ 
port terminal. 

“A total journey time of less 
than 30 minutes from St 
Pancras to the airport will 
beat the time from Liverpool 
Street to Stansted by 20 min¬ 
utes and better the time from 
Victoria to Gatwick too.” 

Work is due to start on the 
1.4 mile-link next Autumn if 
planning permission is 
granted, and completed by 
the end of 2020. 

Nick Barton, CEO of London 
Luton Airport, described the 
announcement as ‘stagger¬ 
ing’ and said it was the first 
step towards creating a 
‘world-class air-rail service’. 

He added: “The change that 
is going on in Luton right 
now is dramatic.” 

Construction is already 
under way on the airport’s 
£110 million redevelopment 
plans to increase its capacity

Arshad was charged with a 
total of 22 charges against 
13 girls covering a period 
between October 2012 and 
December 2014. 

He denied all offences, but 
was convicted of 17 of the 
charges, including rape, as 
trial concluded this week.

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Councillor quits following 
anti-semitic Twitter posts

POLICE are investigating 
shocking anti-semitic 
tweets sent from the 
Twitter account of a for¬ 
mer councillor - includ¬ 
ing one claiming Adolf 
Hitler was ‘the greatest 
man in history’. 

Aysegul Gurbuz ( pic¬ 
tured ), 20, who last year 
became the youngest 
councillor in Luton’s his¬ 
tory, resigned on Monday 


as a result of the fall-out 
from the tweets. 

Another message from 
the ex-High Town mem¬ 
ber’s page said it was ‘dis¬ 
gusting’ that Jews had ‘so 
much power in the US’. 

Luton Borough Council 
chief executive Trevor 
Holden said: “While these 
comments appear to pre¬ 
date her time as a council¬ 
lor, the council is shocked 
by these comments. 

“This matter will be 
referred to the council’s 


independent standards 
committee to allow a full 
investigation to take place. 


“The council expects the 
highest standards of its 
councillors and will not 
accept any behaviour 
which seeks to or could 
undermine community 
cohesion.” 

The tweets in question 
were posted between 2011 
and 2013. 

Ms Gurbuz, who has also 
been suspended from the 
Labour Party, said: “Before 
I was an elected councillor 
a number of comments 
were made on my Twitter 


account that were ill- 
judged and offensive, 
regardless of their context. 

“As such I believe it is the 
right thing to acknowledge 
the pain I have caused and 
have resigned from Luton 
Borough Council as an 
elected representative. 

“I will not be issuing any 
further statements but to 
all those who campaigned 
with or voted for me I 
apologise for letting you 
and the Labour Party 
down.”

Travellers plead with 
council for more help

TRAVELLERS who spent the last 
week moving around different sites 
in Dunstable have said they need 
more support from local councils. 

The group was evicted from 
Whipsnade Zoo on Tuesday after 
they were moved on from Dunstable 
Downs and the former site of 
Dunstable Magistrates’ Court. 

They first vehicles showed up at the 
court site on April 6 and angered 
residents after piles of rubbish were 
left behind when they moved. 

But George Rochford, 40, a car trad¬ 
er from the group, claimed some of 
the rubbish had not been left by his 
group and was dumped by others. 

He also said a lack of support from 
Central Bedfordshire Council and 
Luton Borough Council meant

travellers had no option but to ‘keep 
moving around’. 

He said: “We have nowhere else to 
go and we have to do all the travelling 
around because the council is not 
doing anything for us. 

“You should ask the council why 
they have not done anything for trav¬ 
elling people and ask them if all this 
money they spent evicting travellers 
is not better spent finding a place. We 


are going to be here whether the 
settled people like it or not. 

“We have been all over England and 
other councils are very helpful but 
Bedfordshire councils do not want to 
do anything.” 

Central Bedfordshire said it had 37 
permanent traveller sites with 299 
pitches. 

Jason Longhurst, a council director, 
said: “We have launched our new 
Local Plan and the first part of this 
was to issue a ‘call for sites’ which 
includes a call for gypsy and traveller 
sites. This process closed on Monday 
and we will now consider all sugges¬ 
tions along with other submissions 
and in the context of our identified 
need.” 

Luton Council said due to ‘high 
demand’ all of its pitches were fully 
occupied and none had been availa¬ 
ble since 2011.

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Cops call for fast 
food joint curfew

A SPIKE in anti-social behav¬ 
iour and violent incidents 
involving door staff at a 
McDonald’s has led to calls 
for the restaurant to lose its 
late night licence. 

Door staff at the fast food 
joint, in George Street, have 
been filmed on CCTV kicking 
a man who was on the floor 
while another door man has 
been charged with possess¬ 
ing a flick knife. 

Bedfordshire Police has 
submitted an application to 
Luton Borough Council 
requesting that the restau¬ 
rant stops serving customers 
between 11pm and 5am. 

A report submitted by the 
force to the authority states 
the McDonald’s branch has 
the fourth highest crime 
trend in the town centre and 
that officers have recorded 47 



incident there since October 
10 last year. 

Door staff had been 
employed by the restaurant 
to tackle anti-social behav¬ 
iour but police officers said 
they had made ‘no positive 
impact’ and had even disap¬ 
peared from their posts with¬ 
out warning. 

Residents have told Luton on 
Sunday they felt McDonald’s 
was ‘unwelcoming’ and the 
town centre was no longer an 
‘attractive’ place to visit. 

One resident said she had to 
leave the restaurant with her 
four-year-old son because 
some older children were 


‘swearing and making noise’. 

She added: “We went 
upstairs and there was a 
group of kids swearing and 
talking so loud and my son 
even said to me, ‘mum, he is 
saying naughty words’. 

“It’s no longer a social area 
for people to hang around 
and it’s putting a lot of people 
off, especially parents with 
kids.” 

A McDonald’s spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We are working with 
the local council and police 
to tackle anti-social behav¬ 
iour in and around our 
George Street restaurant. 

“We worked with our SIA 
accredited security firm to 
take action against the guards 
involved in the situations 
highlighted within this report 
and to remove them from the 
restaurant. We are commit¬ 
ted to ensuring the restau¬ 
rant can remain a welcoming 
environment.” 



The first glimpse of

LUTON Town FC have unveiled a 3D scale 
model of their proposed new stadium at 
Power Court. 

The model ( pictured) was put on display on 
Friday at the Luton Investment Framework 
launch at St Pancras in London by 2020 
Developments and shows how the new stadi¬ 
um would fit in at the currently derelict site, 
which is situated near Luton railway station.

The Hatters announced in December last 
year that Power Court was their preferred 
site for a new 17,500-seater home and are 
hoping for a response to their application by 
the end of this year. 

The club hope that the stadium would be 
ready in time for the 2020/21 season, which 
would bring to an end their tenure at 
Kenilworth Road, where they have played 
their home games since 1905. 

Luton have been actively looking to build a 
new stadium since 1995.

About time too: Council finally clears up 
mountain of junk after four-month wait 


COUNCIL workmen have finally cleared a pile of 
rubbish four months after it was first reported. 

On Wednesday morning Luton Borough Council 
removed mattresses, cardboard boxes and planks of 
wood dumped on private land in Portland Road. 

Businessman Roger Haddrell, who recently took 
over a shop in the area, first contacted the authority 
about the fly-tipping in January this year. 

However, the council told him it could not clear the 
items as it was ‘liaising’ with the land owner. 

As the rubbish built up, Mr Haddrell said he got 
‘fed up’ with the lack of action and had been 
considering spending £280 on a skip. 

He added: “I am pleased it has been finally cleared 


but I just wish there had been more communication 
before. 

“I am hoping that it does not happen again and we 
do not have the same scenario. 

“I’m in talks with some of the residents about 
putting some metal gates up because this is a 
private access road.” 

A council spokesman said it only received reports 
of the waste at the beginning of February. 

He said the land owner had not responded to its 
clean up requests. 

He added: “As this land is privately-owned, the 
land owners will be pursued for payment of the 
waste refuse removal.”

Lessons I will not forget 


IN this week’s blog Luton on 
Sunday reporter Carl Mungazi 
reflects on his time at the 
paper. 

Since joining he has covered 
a wide variety of issues and 
spent hours pounding the 
pavement sniffing out the 
latest news. 



WHEN I joined Luton on 
Sunday full-time in 2012,1 
came not knowing much 
about the town I have called 
home since 2003. 

And on Thursday evening 
when I left the LoS offices 
for the last time, I walked out 
having learnt a lot. 

On Wednesday as I was 
driving home from work and 
speaking to a contact of 
mine, she made a remark I 
feel sums up my experience 
over the past few years. 

She said something to the 
effect of: “It’s only when you 
begin to really get involved 
with things around here that 
you realise how crazy every¬ 
thing really is.” 

And by crazy she meant 
that until you make a 
conscious effort to talk and 
interact more with those 
around you, it can be difficult 
to truly appreciate the 
environment in which you 
live. As I mentioned earlier, 
this was not the case when I 
first started. 

Thankfully, that quickly 
changed when my editor 
shoved a notebook and pen 
into my hands and told me to 
get out there and not return 
until I had a story. 

Those stories did not come 
easy at first but once I began 
developing a genuine interest 
in what people were doing - 
or not doing -1 found that 
Lutonians opened up. 

I imagine some of you 
reading this may say, ‘mate, 
that’s your job. What else are 
you supposed to do?’ 

As a journalist you can 
sometimes go into situations 
with stories, headlines and 
picture captions already 
pre-written in your mind. 


I would like to think I have 
successfully guarded myself 
against this by presenting 
what people have said with¬ 
out giving their words the 
benefit of my own interpreta¬ 
tion. This is something I 
learnt before I joined LoS 
with my Interview Luton 
project in which I was 
profiling people from the 
different nationalities 
represented in the town. 

There is something deeply 
humbling about having 
someone share intimate, and 
sometimes painful, details of 
their life story with you. 

It is this approach which 
has informed my news 
gathering and led me to talk¬ 
ing to people I could have 
otherwise easily ignored. 

But even if I had not 
ignored them, they were not 
obliged to talk to me, and 
that fact leads me to the 
essence of what I want to 
say. 

Thank you. Simply, thank 
you. I want to say thank you 
to all the people who took 
the time to show me around 
the town, spent time talking 
to me and trusted me 
enough to share their 
secrets. You have taught me 
a lot about the town I call 
home. 

■ P.S. During my first cou¬ 
ple of years at the paper 
someone once sent me an 
envelope packed with faeces 
and a note about my report¬ 
ing. I have never worked out 
which story elicited such a 
reaction but if you are that 
person, would you mind put¬ 
ting me out of my misery?

Pickpocket gang at 
work outside store

PICKPOCKETS have been seen in action 
outside a supermarket, a resident claims. 

There are reports of several gangs work¬ 
ing in the area around Tesco in Dunstable. 

Richard Shaw, of Evelyn Road, Dunstable 
said: “I narrowly escaped having my pocket 
picked in Tesco’s car park on Easter Monday, 
and the police say that several gangs are 
active in this area. 

“It was only my friend’s alertness to this 
pair’s suspicious behaviour, and her 
extremely sharp sight, that enabled her to 
spot what was going on and raise the 
alarm.”

Right up your street 

Road name’s 
royal links 

THIS week Howard Chandler looks at some of 
the oldest names in Luton... 


Park Street is one of the older names in Luton. 

It was given this name as it leads from the 
town to Luton Hoo’s parkland. 

In the middle of the 19th century a new 
street was named Park Street West. At the 
beginning of the 20th century some houses 
were built off of Park Street near Brache Farm 
and a road, nicknamed locally Cabbage Street, 
then became Park Road West. 

This caused confusion, and as more houses 
were built and the road was extended up to 
meet West Hill Road, a new name was 
required. Hurlock Way, possibly the name of a 
developer, was rejected and a Mr Hill asked 
tenants and owners for their opinions before 
suggesting Strathmore Avenue. 

This name was inspired by King George Vi’s 
coronation in May 1937. His wife, Queen 
Elizabeth was the daughter of the Earl of 
Strathmore and her family home was at St 
Paul’s Walden, between Luton and Hitchin. 

The council approved the new name in June 
1937.

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Club brawler ‘did 
not want to fight’

A CIVIL engineer accused of 
killing a man with a single 
punch has told a jury he 
struck out when he feared he 
was going to be hit. 

Cortney Batchelor, 21, of 
Paisley Close, Luton, denied 
Tomas Juska had ‘got under 
his skin’ that night by flirting 
with the barmaid who was 
the defendant’s girlfriend. 

Mr Juska, 24, was ‘poleaxed’ 
by the single punch to his 
face outside Club Cookies in 
August last year. 

The Lithuanian man, who 
worked for Amazon, suffered 
a lethal brain injury and died 
the following day, Luton 
Crown Court has been told. 



Mr Batchelor pleads not 
guilty to manslaughter, say¬ 
ing he acted in self-defence. 
On Wednesday he went into 
the witness box to give his 
account of what happened in 
the early hours of August 23 
2015. 

Mr Batchelor claims Mr 
Juska came up to him after 
leaving the nightclub and 


confronted him. Mr Batchelor 
said: “I told him I did not 
want to fight but clearly he 
was not listening. 

“At that stage I thought he 
was going to hit me. 

“I hit him with an upper cut 
and he went to the floor and I 
turned around and walked 
off.” 

The following day Mr 
Batchelor was arrested. 

The court has heard that 
neither man had any 
convictions. Mr Batchelor 
said he was not drunk, and 
did not take drugs. 

He added: “I did not intend 
to cause him any harm, I 
would not have hit him if I 
didn’t think and feel that he 
was going to hit me first.” 

The trial continues.

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Residents call for 
CCTV clampdown

HIGH levels of anti-social 
behaviour, including cars 
being set alight and 
nuisance bikers, has led 
to calls for more CCTV 
enforcement. 

Residents in Stopsley 
have asked Luton Borough 
Council to tackle the prob¬ 
lem by installing fixed or 
mobile cameras in the 
area. 

They are being support¬ 
ed by councillors who said 
the problem has been 
‘getting worse’ in recent 
months. 

Cllr Michael Dolling, a 
Liberal Democrat who 
represents Stopsley, said 
people were driving cars 
onto the Common before 
setting them on fire. 

Recently, he said it had 
happened to six cars. 

Cllr Dolling added: “It 
can be pretty dangerous 
and we are trying to do 
something about it by 
maybe having a camera to 
recognise the vehicle. 

“It might bring people to 
book. 


“We have asked the 
council to look into the 
possibility of funding the 
camera because they are 
funding them elsewhere 
where there is anti-social 
behaviour. 

“Stopsley is quite a pleas¬ 
ant place and it is really 
disturbing people and we 
would rather stop it before 
someone gets hurt. 

“It has been going on for 
about six months but it 
has become worse.” 

The proposal will be 
discussed by councillors 
tomorrow night. 

The borough council 
said it had already 
installed CCTV at another 
anti-social behaviour 
‘hotspot’ in Langley 
Street. 

A spokesman said: “If it 
is agreed that new CCTV 
should be installed in a 
specific location the 
council would obtain a 
budget cost, source fund¬ 
ing and carry out a privacy 
impact assessment to 
justify the need of the 
camera with supporting 
evidence and consult with 
the public.” 



Lack of trade 
freezes ice 
cream shop 

AN ICE cream parlour set up to 
give families and shoppers an 
‘alternative place’ to visit in the 
town centre is shutting down due 
to a lack of customers. 

Gelato Heaven, in George Street, 
will close today less than two years 
after it first opened its doors. 

Owners Sulina and Rishi 
Bangaroo released a statement on 
their Facebook page last weekend 
stating that their business had 
been a ‘great idea’ but in the 
‘wrong location’. 

The couple opened their parlour 
at the end of 2014 after winning 
the Mali’s Retail Factor competi¬ 
tion. 

At the time Sulina, a legal editor 
who left her job to run the shop 
full-time, said there were not 
enough family-friendly places to go 
in the town centre. 

Customers have left comments 
online calling the closure ‘a shame’ 
and ‘a loss’ for the town. 

Sulina said some of the custom¬ 
ers she hoped to attract told her 
they did not like visiting the town 
centre. 

She added: “They tend to go out 
of town with their families. 

“Unfortunately, Luton is not ready 
for this type of family-run local 
business. Maybe it will be in 10 
years’ time, who knows? It still 
prefers and attracts chains and 
brands which people know. It was 
a great idea, just wrong location.”

story in East Anglia

THE influence of American soldiers on rural 
East Anglia takes centre stage on a production 
coming to the Hat Factory next month. 

Theatre company Eastern Angles will be pre¬ 
senting what they have billed as a ‘fascinating’ 
and ‘moving’ new look into how society reacted 
when they received an influx of new residents. 

In May 1942, the first Eighth U.S. Army Air 
Force planes arrived in East Anglia and with 
them came thousands of black and white 
American GIs who, in some places, outnum¬ 
bered the local population by 50 to 1. 

The production is part of the Heritage 
Lottery funded Eighth in The East project, 
which is a programme of activities using thea¬ 
tre, archaeology, photography, oral testimony 
and documentation to highlight this period in 
East Anglia’s history. 

Polly Wiseman, who wrote the piece, said 
she wanted to ensure the social dynamics of 
this period were not forgotten. 

In her notes, she wrote: “During my 
research, the first glaring irony was that whilst 
America fought fascism in Germany, it prac¬ 
tised segregation. 

“Ask black men to fight for a country that’s 
denying them their basic freedoms? Really? 

“This was offset by more heartening 
accounts of the acceptance of the black GIs as 
equals by East Anglians. 

“I began to feel proud of Britain’s compara¬ 


tive colourblindess.” 

Polly said the issue of interracial relation¬ 
ships came to the fore when the Women’s 
Voluntary Service began discouraging girls 
from socialising with black soldiers and mixed- 
race babies were described as an ‘epidemic’ in 
Parliament. 

She added: “When sex reared its head - as 
it was bound to, in areas full of displaced 
young people who thought they might die 
tomorrow - Britons became less tolerant. I 
knew then that my story would be a romance 
between a black Gl and a white British woman. 

“But shockingly, there were almost no first¬ 
hand accounts available - from the men them¬ 
selves, or the women who loved them. 

“It began to seem as if Britain would rather 
forget them, which made me want to tell their 
stories even more.” 

Polly, who has experienced racism herself 
when with her husband, said the play shows 
how people can challenge discrimination. 

She said: “When writing a historical play, I 
always ask myself, what has this story got to 
say about today? Well, if I can walk in to a 
modern pub with my Asian husband and attract 
racist comments, there’s clearly still some 
opposition to interracial relationships. 

“My play explores how ordinary people can 
challenge discrimination and change things for 
the better.”

Scene of Hitchcock housing drama 



MASTER of suspense Alfred 
Hitchcock got his first shot at 
directing in 1922 with the film 
Number 13 about a rather topical 
subject: low income Londoners 
and their struggle to survive. 
Rather fittingly, the production 
went bust and was never 
finished. 

This and many of his early 
films were shot at Gainsborough 
Studios which, in their 
film-production heyday, served 
as everything from mad 
professor’s laboratory to railway 
station, to 19th century manor 
house to mermaid’s lair. 

Hitchcock shot his first 
suspense thriller, The Lodger, 
there, as well as his 1926 
masterpiece, The Lady Vanishes. 
However, at the start of the 
Second World War, the building’s 
huge chimney was deemed a 
liability during air raids, and the 
studio was sold in 1949. 

After starting life as a power 
station, then going into the 
movie business, the building in 


London’s Hoxton has also been 
used as a whisky store, housed 
theatre productions, a boxing 
scene in Guy Ritchie’s film 
Snatch and a fashion show by 
Alexander McQueen. 

Much of it was demolished in 
2002 and flats were built on the 
site, but as a nod to its cinematic 
past, you’ll find a huge sculpture 
of Hitchock’s head in the centre 
of Gainsborough Studios’ four 
apartment blocks.

Harrison’s childhood home and 
John Lennon’s mum’s house, and 
paid £70,000 for the drummer’s 
mid-terrace house in Admiral 
Grove, Liverpool, where young 
Ringo - then Richard Starkey - 
learnt to play the drums. 

The modest Victorian 
property, which he called home 
until he was 21, had a guide 
price of £55,000 and even had 
pre-auction interest from the 
USA, before the sale in 
Liverpool’s legendary Cavern 
Club. 

Homes bought John Lennon’s 
mum Julia’s home in Blomfield 
Road for £155,000 a couple of 
years ago; although he lived 
nearby in Allerton, Liverpool, 
with Aunt Mimi, the Beatle was 
a regular visitor to the house. 


And she’s also previously 
snapped up George Harrison’s 
former home at 26 Upton Green, 
in Speke, for £156,000. 

Unfortunately, Homes hasn’t 
got the set as last year, Sir Paul 
McCartney’s childhood home at 
72 Western Avenue, Speke, was 
bought for £150,000 by a local 
mystery buyer. She plans to rent 
out Ringo and George’s 
childhood homes, but will soon 
move from London to Liverpool 
to live in Julia Lennon’s former 
house. 

Ringo’s childhood home still 
attracts fans daily as it’s part of 
the official Beatles Tour. Former 
tenant Margaret Gorse who died 
last year, had lived there for 37 
years and used to invite people 
inside to take a look.

Jones: Have faith in me

NATHAN Jones called on Luton fans 
to trust him over new signings after 
loan man Joe Pigott finally broke his 
duck to beat Oxford 3-2 and see the 
Hatters come from behind to win a 
league game for the first time in two 
years. 

The striker, who joined in January 
until the end of the season from 
Charlton, had been booed onto the 
pitch by a minority of fans in the mid¬ 
week win over Dagenham and then 
missed a glut of chances, but he start¬ 
ed against United - his 11th appear¬ 
ance. 

Town suffered a second minute set¬ 
back, through Danny Hylton’s opener, 
but on the stroke of half time, Pigott 
levelled from close range after a goal¬ 
keeping gaffer by Benji Biichel. 

Oily Lee then scored in first half 
stoppage time to hand the Hatters a 
lead, but while the Yellows levelled 
soon after the break, Pigott produced 
a sumptuous finish to seal it. 

“Joe Pigott was clinical. I’ve kept 
faith with him and he’s responded. 
The kid has shown some wonderful 
character and I’m proud of him,” said 
manager Jones {pictured). 

“He did need a first goal, but it 


doesn’t help with a lot of negativity 
surrounding it because he’s a good 
young player and I need the fans to 
trust me that, when we bring a player, 
in it won’t be someone that ends up 
costing us money in the long-run. It 
won’t be someone that we can’t play, 
can’t use or proves to be ridiculous. It 
won’t be that. 

“We bring in value here. We bring in 
young quality. We bring in quality, 
whether it’s young or old, so just bear 
with us. Just trust us.” 

Pigott is one of four loan players 
Jones has brought in since becoming 
Luton manager in January, alongside 
Alan Sheehan, Glen Rea and Jonathan 
Mitchell, though the goalkeeper was 
recalled by parent club Derby. 

Jones said: “I haven’t brought in any¬ 
one here that has weakened our squad. 
The four I’ve brought in have been 
outstanding players, I feel. 

“We haven’t seen the best of Joe but 
he’s kept plugging away and young 
players sometimes need that. He’s 
inexperienced but he has ability that 
he showed today in his finishing. He 
led the line against a very good Oxford 
side. 

“When he’s confident, when he gets a 
run of games, he’s a top finisher. 

“He’s one of the best I’ve worked 
with. 

“If I’ve brought him in I need you 
[media] to trust me, I need the fans to 
trust me.”

OXFORD UNITED 2 

LUTON TOWN 3 

A PIECE of history, new stadium 
plans, maiden goals and fresh hope 
- what a week it has been for the 
future of Luton Town Football Club. 

Hatters fans would have been fear¬ 
ing the worst when Danny Hylton 
put Oxford ahead within two min¬ 
utes because their team, for two 
years, had not won after conceding 
the first goal - April 21, 2014 to be 
precise and that was back in the 
Conference. 

Here, against a promotion-chasing 
side, that monkey on their back was 
gloriously removed with two goals in 
four late first half minutes and then, 
more decisively with Joe Pigott’s 
sublime 58th minute winner. 

Like buses, you wait for ages and 
then two turn up at once. The strik¬ 
er’s spell on loan from Charlton 
since January had not been one to 
remember - until this double. 

He broke his duck when United 
keeper Benji Biichel made a hash of a 
backpass and the forward was on 
hand to turn in quick-thinking Josh 
McQuoid’s centre. They’d deserved 
something after recovering from 
their early setback but Town’s joy 
quickly doubled when Danny Green 
picked out Oily Lee and the mid¬ 
fielder delivered the killer blow. 

It was his third of the campaign 


and they’ve all been crackers. 

But the Yellows are a team in 
League Two’s second spot for a rea¬ 
son and they came steaming back 
with a 51st minute header from Che 
Dunkley. Still Luton didn’t crumble. 

Then, as if his first goal had wiped 
away four months of nerves and 
derision, Pigott pulled the ball down 
and, in one fluid movement, slotted 
into the bottom corner. Boss Nathan 
Jones has been promising that the 
22-year-old was a technical finisher 
and here was the evidence. 

In a touching moment after the 
final whistle, Jones physically 
pushed the player forward to take 
the applause of the 816 travelling 
Town fans - some, perhaps, doing so 
while tucking into a slice of humble 
pie. 

The only disappointment was that, 
despite this victory Luton moved no 
closer to the play-off positions as 
results elsewhere keeping them six 
points adrift with four games 
remaining. 

But while hopes of breaking into 
that top seven were not, realistically, 
on the agenda, the significance of 
this result, this performance, can 
form the blueprint for next season. 
All the unwanted records have been 
chalked off under Jones. No league 
wins at Mansfield? Dispensed with. 
No first half home goals in nine 
games? Done. And dusted? That hor¬ 
rific Football League record - five 
days short two years - of capitula¬ 
tion after conceding. 

The slate is now clean and Jones 
will set about constructing a team 
that, next term, can challenge con¬ 


sistently - one that lives up to the 
grand ambitions laid out on Friday, 
when further plans for a new stadi¬ 
um in Power Court were unveiled as 
part of a huge £1.5billion investment 
in the town. 

For now we must be content with 
nods to that not-to-distant future in 
2020. A third straight substitute 
appearance for 19-year-old youth 
team graduate Zane Banton and a 
late returning cameo for Jake 
Howells - after a knee operation - 
continued the home-grown prom¬ 
ise, while the recent re-emergence of 
Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu as a play- 
maker caught the eye. 


The former West Ham man just 
needs to add composure to his all¬ 
action presence as he could have 
scored in the first half if he’d have 
realised the acres of space afford 
him, instead of scuffing wide. But 
save that analysis for another day. 
This was a day for positives. 

Alongside that display was a mile¬ 
stone 200th appearance for Alex 
Lawless and he added some grit to 
the heart of the Hatters midfield 
which, along with saves from Elliot 
Justham and dogged defensive dis¬ 
plays, meant Town saw off Oxford’s 
late surge, handing Northampton 
the title. 


Though the Hatters backline still 
would have been disappointed by 
the horror start they dug in and 
began to command possession with¬ 
out cutting Oxford open. That was 
until Biichel’s goalkeeping gaffe and 
a grandstand first half finish. 

Even when Che Dunkley headed 
the hosts level at 2-2, early in the 
second half, the Hatters looked dan¬ 
gerous on the counter and they 
struck the killer blow with a good 
break and an even more glorious 
Pigott finish. 

For Jones’ Luton it could be a won¬ 
derful beginning.
